SENATOR CAKTEK GLASS ON 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


U. S- Senator Glass of Virginia 


was asked for his views on disarma- 
ment and replied as follows: 
Senator Glass says, in expressing 
the hope that the armament confer- 
ence will accomplish a definite end: 
"It would have been- far better to 
have goce into the League of Na- 
tions by the front door rather than to 
be waiting: in the woodshed in the 
back vard." He also conuncnts that 
no matter how much the American 
Legion may deplore the utterance of 
Ambassador 
Harvey to the effect 


that this country entered the war to 
save itself, the sentiment of "this ac- 
cursed Ambassador" is accepted by 
the recent 
treaty 
with Germany 


sanctioned by the Harding Adminis- 
tration. 
The Senator wrote in part: 
"Had the United States gone into 


the League of Nations the world 
would have disarmed long ago and 
we would have security against war 
many vears to come, if not forever. 
I hope' the disarmament conference, 
which was forced on this reluctant 
Administration by a combination of 
Democratic and progressive Repub- 
lican Senators, will accomplish some- 
thing in the matter of a reduction of 
military burdens, albeit its personnel 
embraces not a single zealot for the 
cause. It would have been far better 
to have gone into the League of Na- 
tions by the front door rather than to 
be waiting in the woodshed in the 
back yard. 
"Had the Christian 
churches or 


this country exhibited the same de- 
gree of interest in the League of Na- 
tons that they now are manifesting 
in disarmament, the nation would 
have held its place in the high esteem 
of the world: but the Church, in large 
part, failed Christianity in the su- 
premest test to which it has beer, put 
since the angels in Heaven sang of 
Christ's 
advent 
and 
mission 
on 


earth. As I wrote a preacher friend 
of mine in Virginia the other day, 
the Church is getting religion too 
late. 
Its awakening should have 


come when the greatest Christian 
statesman of all time summoned the 
nations of the earth to enter into a 
covenant which contained the very 
essence of the Sermon on the Mount 
and was the consummation, as far as 
Christian nations could contrive, of 
the sacrifice on Calvary. 


"Many churches were cold: they 


even ignored the startling defiance of 
the anti-Leasruist who from his pla'-e 
in the Senate said: 'If the Saviour of 
mankind should revisit the earth and 
declare for a league of nations. I 
would oppose it." The churches pas- 
sec vague resolutions and. \vhen El- 
ection Day came around, divided on 
the issue and shattered the hopes of 
mankind. 
, 
i-Not long ago a minister of the 


Gospel in Virginia was reported to 
have said the League of Nations 
failed 'because it did not recognize 
God in its text/ As it seems to me. 
any man who cannot discover in the 
covenant a glorious response to the 
pleadings of a crucified Christ must 
have as little appreciation of the in- 
tent and as poor an understanding of 
the practical 
effect of this great
